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INTRODUCTION 

The  Future  Farmers  of  America  is  the  national  organization  of 
boys  studying  vocational  agriculture  in  public  secondary  schools 
under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Vocational  Education  Acts. 
Launched  at  Kansas  City  in  November  1928,  the  organization  has 
continued  to  develop  rapidly.  On  June  30,  1962,  the  active  member- 
ship totaled  387,992  in  8,476  chapters  of  49  States  and  Puerto  Rico. 

The  primary  aim  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  America  organiza- 
tion is  the  development  of  agricultural  leadership,  cooperation, 
citizenship  and  patriotism.  Other  purposes  include:  strengthening 
the  confidence  of  farm  boys  and  young  men  in  themselves  and  their 
work ;  more  intelligent  choice  of  farming  occupations ;  creating  and 
nurturing  a  love  of  country  life ;  improving  the  rural  home  and  its 
surroundings ;  encouraging  cooperative  effort ;  encouraging  thrift ; 
improving  scholarship;  providing  organized  recreational  activities 
for  rural  people ;  and  supplementing,  by  means  of  boy-initiated  and 
boy-directed  activities,  the  systematic  instruction  offered  to  pro- 
spective young  farmers  regularly  enrolled  in  day-school  vocational 
agricultural  courses. 

The  Future  Farmers  of  America  organization  of  voluntary 
membership  has  taken  its  place  with  other  agencies  interested  in 
the  upbuilding  of  agriculture  and  the  improvement  of  country  life. 
National  Headquarters  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  America  is  located 
in  the  Office  of  Education,  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare,  Washington  25,  D.  C.  National  conventions  are  held 
annually  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

The  Thirty-Fifth  National  Convention  was  held  at  the  Munici- 
pal Auditorium  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  October  10-12,  1962.  The 
restricted  attendance  of  members  at  the  convention  was  well 
received.  Final  count  showed  approximately  9,000  FFA  members 
registered  from  all  State  associations. 

These  proceedings  constitute  a  yearbook  on  organization  activ- 
ities. The  complete  minutes  of  the  convention  sessions  are  included, 
along  with  certain  other  important  material  which  is  supplementary 
to  or  explanatory  to  the  convention  activities.  Press  releases,  as 
well  as  certain  newspaper  accounts,  were  used  in  compiling  parts 
of  this  publication.  Thanks  are  due  many  persons  whose  leadership 
and  work  led  to  a  successful  convention  and  made  the  publication 
of  this  booklet  worth  while.

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DR.  A.  W.  TENNEY 

MEET  YOUR   NEW   NATIONAL   ADVISOR 

Dr.  A.  Webster  Tenney  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Education  Branch,  in  the  Division  of  Vocational  and  Technical 
Education,  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  on  November  1,  1961.  In  this 
position,  Dr.  Tenney  automatically  became  National  Advisor  of 
the  Future  Farmers  of  America,  Chairman  of  the  National  FFA 
Board  of  Directors,  and  President  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  Amer- 
ica Foundation,  Inc. 

Dr.  Tenney  came  to  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  in  1943  and 
served  to  1957  as  National  Executive  Secretary  of  the  FFA.  In  this 
position  he  was  instrumental  in  the  organization  of  the  Future 
Farmers  of  America  Foundation,  and  the  establishment  of  both 
the  Future  Farmers  Supply  Service  and  The  National  Future 
Farmer  Magazine.  He  planned  and  conducted  the  first  national 
officers'  Good-Will  Tour.  In  1956,  at  the  request  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment, he  visited  the  agricultural  high  schools  and  universities  in 
Japan  and  attended  the  national  convention  of  the  Future  Farmers 
of  Japan.  For  over  eight  years  of  the  time  he  served  as  Executive 
Secretary  he  also  served  as  Program  Specialist,  being  concerned 
with  administration  of  the  entire  program  of  vocational  education 
in  agriculture  in  the  13-State  Central  Region.  From  1957  to  1959, 
he  relinquished  his  duties  as  FFA  Executive  Secretary  to  spend 
full  time  in  the  program  specialist  work.  In  1959  Dr.  Tenney 
served  one  year  as  the  first  Executive  Director  of  the  Agricultural 
Hall  of  Fame  in  Kansas  City.  He  then  returned  to  Washington  as 
Program  Analyst  for  the  Division  of  Vocational  and  Technical 
Education  until  his  appointment  as  Director  of  the  Agricultural 
Education  Branch. 

Dr.  Tenney  was  born  in  West  Virginia  and  attended  public 
schools  there.  He  received  a  B.S.  Degree  from  the  University  of 
Florida,  and  M.A.  Degree  from  Ohio  State  University,  studied  at 
Cornell  University,  and  received  the  D.  Ed.  Degree  from  New  York 
University.  Prior  to  his  coming  to  Washington  in  1943,  he  taught 
vocational  agriculture  in  Florida ;  served  as  critic  teacher  in  voca- 
tional agriculture  and  as  Professor  of  Agricultural  Education  at 
the  University  of  Florida.

Minutes  of  the  Convention 

Wednesday,  October  10,  1962 

Morning    Session 

The  thirty-fifth  national  convention  of  the  Future  Farmers  of 
America  convened  in  the  Main  Arena  of  the  Municipal  Auditorium, 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  at  nine  o'clock.  National  President  Victor 
Butler  of  Havana,  Florida,  presiding. 

The  invocation  was  pronounced  by  Norman  Brown,  National

Another  proposal  to  the  Constitution  by  the  Idaho  Association 
was  read  to  amend  Article  X,  Section  B,  by  adding  to  the  first  para- 
graph the  following  sentence :  "A  member  cannot  hold  a  State  office 
and  a  National  office  at  the  same  time."  McDaniel  of  Idaho  moved  to 
approve  this  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution ;  motion  sec- 
onded by  Gordon  of  Maryland  and  carried. 

Student  Secretary  Black  then  read  a  proposal  from  the  Ohio 
Association  to  amend  Article  X,  Section  B,  paragraph  one  of  the 
National  Constitution  by  adding  the  following  sentence:  "There 
shall  be  no  more  than  two  national  officers  from  any  one  region

Thompson  of  Oklahoma  moved  that  the  National  FFA  Chorus 
be  reorganized;  motion  seconded  by  MacArthur  of  Kansas  and 
carried. 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  the  closing  ceremony  at  twelve 
noon.

Davis  of  Colorado  moved  that  this 
lecomm^ndation  be  referred  to  the  National  Board  01  Student 
Officers  ^nd  National  Board  of  Directors;  motion  seconded  by 
Grouse  01  Maine  and  carried. 

President 
Butler  presented  his  report.  Fogle  of  Pennsylvania  moved  its 
acceptance;  motion  seconded  by  Kraner  of  Ohio  and  carried. 
President  Butler  resumed  the  chair.

Report  of  the  National  President 

There  comes  a  time  in  everyone's  life  when  they  feel  they  have 
reached  a  peak.  Such  was  the  feeling  I  experienced  at  the  termina- 
tion of  the  1961  National  Convention  when  I  humbly  accepted  the 
gavel  and  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  serving  as  your  national 

president. 

The  following  day  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  riding  in  the  American  Royal  parade 
with  Governor  John  Anderson  of  Kansas. 
Before  departing  for  home,  my  fellow  na- 
tional officers  and  I  participated  in  leader- 
ship training  with  the  past  officers.  After 
such  an  inspirational  and  rewarding  week 
in  Kansas  City  it  was  rather  difficult  for 
me  to  resume  my  routine  of  study  at  Abra- 
ham Baldwin  Agricultural  College  in 
Georgia.  Nevertheless,  I  was  able  to  com- 
plete the  fall  quarter  before  devoting  full 
time  to  my  FFA  duties. 

One  week  following  the  convention, 
my  home  town,  Havana,  Florida,  held  a 
parade,  barbecue,  and  special  program  in 
my  honor.  I  will  always  be  grateful  to  the 
fine  people  at  home  who  have  given  me 
their  continual  support  throughout  my  FFA  career. 

During  November  and  December,  I  spoke  at  Parent-Son  Ban- 
quets, FFA  chapters,  FHA  conventions  and  civic  clubs  in  Florida 
and  Georgia,  including  the  Florida  Press  Association  Convention, 
the  Florida  Retail  Federation  Convention,  and  the  State  Conserva- 
tionist Banquet. 

December  10,  I  flew  to  Chicago  to  address  the  American  Farm 
Bureau  Federation  Convention,  and  while  there,  visited  with  the 
Honorable  Orville  Freeman,  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Returning 
home  by  Washington,  D.  C.  provided  an  opportunity  for  Mr.  Gray 
and  I  to  discuss  my  year's  schedule  and  the  forthcoming  January 
Board  meetings.  Later  I  joined  the  State  FFA  President  from 
Florida  when  Governor  Farris  Bryant  signed  an  official  proclama- 
tion for  National  FFA  Week  in  Florida. 

The  last  two  weeks  in  January  the  national  officers  met  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  for  joint  meetings  of  the  National  FFA  Board 
of  Directors  and  Board  of  Student  Officers.  We  also  used  several 
days  for  intensive  leadership  training.  While  in  our  National  Capi- 
tal I  addressed  a  luncheon  sponsored  by  the  General  Motors  Cor- 
poration for  donor  representatives  to  the  National  FFA  Founda-

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tion.  We  were  pleased  to  visit  briefly  with  former  Secretary  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  Abraham  Ribicoff.  On  January 
29,  a  luncheon  was  given  at  the  Capitol  by  Senator  Spessard  Holland 
of  Florida,  where  each  of  us  visited  with  U.  S.  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives from  our  respective  States. 

This  year  the  Good-Will  Tour  included  visits  to  17  major  cities 
where  we  met  with  leaders  of  business,  industry,  and  other  organ- 
izations who  are  donors  to  the  National  FFA  Foundation.  We 
officers  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  express  appreciation  on  behalf 
of  the  388,000  members  to  these  men  for  their  interest  and  support 
in  providing  incentive  awards  to  students  of  vocational  agriculture 
who  excel  in  various  phases  of  vocational  agriculture  and  the  FFA. 
The  tour  is  an  excellent  public  relations  activity  because  it  makes 
possible  an  exchange  of  ideas  and  association  with  these  men  to 
promote  a  better  understanding  and  working  relationship  between 
urban  and  rural  America.  Also,  the  officers  can  tell  the  FFA  story 
giving  personal  examples  of  how  our  organization  provides  young 
men  opportunities  for  character  building  and  self-improvement. 

During  our  traveling  and  living  with  each  other,  we  encoun- 
tered difficult  problems  and  had  much  to  learn.  However,  through 
hard  work,  perseverance,  and  understanding,  we  combined  our 
efforts  for  the  primary  objective  of  becoming  a  strong  officer 
team  and  developing  ourselves  in  leadership,  speaking  ability,  poise, 
and  the  essence  of  everyday  life,  learning  how  to  work  with  other 
people. 

The  experience  of  meeting  and  working  with  State  FFA  staffs 
and  State  officers  was  an  invaluable  asset  we  later  learned  to  appre- 
ciate while  attending  State  conventions  and  other  official  engage- 
ments. 

The  National  Officers'  Good-Will  Tour  began  in  Richmond, 
Virginia  on  January  31.  This  was  highlighted  by  visiting  Governor 
Albertis  Harrison  and  the  Virginia  State  Capitol  where  I  addressed 
the  oldest  legislative  body  in  America. 

On  February  2,  we  returned  to  Washington,  D.  C.  to  conduct 
a  two-day  leadership  training  conference  for  State  FFA  officers 
from  six  States.  On  February  5,  we  addressed  a  large  luncheon 
meeting  sponsored  by  the  Delaware  Valley  Sponsoring  Committee 
for  the  National  FFA  Foundation. 

After  two  very  busy  days  in  New  York  City,  we  visited  donors 
in  Pittsburgh,  Akron,  Detroit  and  Chicago.  We  enjoyed  observing 
the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  in  action  before  flying  to  Indianapolis 
and  Crawfordsville,  and  then  to  Moline,  Illinois. 

From  St.  Louis,  we  traveled  by  private  plane  to  Arizona  and 
after  a  week  end  of  work  and  relaxation  in  the  sunny  southwest, 
we  traveled  to  Colorado  where  we  stepped  off  the  plane  into  several 
inches  of  snow.  The  hospitality  of  those  we  visited  was  much 
warmer  than  the  weather.  This  was  especially  true  when  we  ad- 
dressed a  fine  gathering  of  FFA  chapters  in  Greeley,  Colorado,  and 
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the  State  convention  of  the  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America 
in  Denver. 

After  a  brief  stop  in  Kansas  City  we  journeyed  on  to  Little 
Rock,  where  we  spoke  to  several  large  groups.  During  our  visits 
to  Memphis  and  Nashville,  we  were  accompanied  by  the  1961  Star 
Farmer  of  America,  James  Isaac  Messier.  Our  wonderful  tour  was 
concluded  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  where  we  were  honored  by 
becoming  "Official  Kentucky  Colonels." 

I  then  journeyed  to  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  to  address  the 
Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Rural  Electric  Cooperative 
Association  and  also  visit  with  Secretary  of  Interior  Stewart  Udall. 

En  route  to  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  two  days  were  spent  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  representing  the  FFA  at  the  Southern 
Regional  Conference  for  Supervisors  and  Teacher  Trainers.  The 
Massachusetts  Convention  was  held  April  13-14.  The  Honorary 
State  Farmer  and  State  Star  Farmer  Ceremonies  were  highlights 
of  this  meeting. 

I  appreciated  the  hospitality  of  State  staff  members  and  offi- 
cers of  the  Tennessee  association  and  was  impressed  by  their  con- 
vention which  emphasized  leadership  training  through  an  excellent 
contest  and  awards  program. 

Flying  west,  I  joined  Keith  to  participate  in  the  well-planned 
program  of  activities  of  California's  State  Convention.  We  were 
pleased  with  the  convention  facilities,  awards  program,  and  repre- 
sentation of  chapter  delegates. 

The  quaint  New  England  village  of  Oxford  was  the  site  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Convention.  This  group  honored  me  in  being  the 
first  national  president  to  attend  their  convention.  Four  days  later 
I  participated  in  the  FFA  Emblem  Pageant,  Farm  Forum  Contest 
and  Awards  Banquet  which  were  superb,  while  attending  the  New 
York  State  convention. 

On  May  24,  I  flew  to  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico,  to  attend  their 
FFA  convention.  It  was  indeed  rewarding  to  witness  the  manner 
in  which  the  sessions,  contests  and  banquets  were  planned  and 
conducted  along  with  good  leadership  and  performance  by  the  State 
officers  and  excellent  attentiveness  and  participation  by  the  dele- 
gates. The  remaining  seven  days  of  my  visit  were  consumed 
travelling  throughout  the  Commonwealth  and  visiting  schools,  voca- 
tional agriculture  departments,  FFA  chapters  and  supervised 
farming  programs,  many  of  which  included  the  production  of 
coffee,  sugar  cane,  coconuts,  bananas,  pineapples  and  livestock. 

An  excellent  Vespers  Service  began  the  Illinois  State  FFA  Con- 
vention on  June  6.  This  impressive  convention  was  further  high- 
lighted by  an  effective  State  FFA  band  and  chorus  and  was  brought 
to  a  culmination  by  a  superb  awards  ceremony.  On  my  way  home  I 
visited  with  one  of  our  FFA  Foundation  donors  in  Ohio  and  ap- 
peared on  several  radio  and  television  programs. 
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The  State  staff  and  officers  had  worked  diligently  in  prepara- 
tion for  Florida's  34th  annual  State  convention.  The  colorful 
ceremonies,  interesting  programs,  meaningful  demonstrations,  ex- 
cellent public  relations  and  organized  recreation  contributed  greatly 
to  the  success  of  this  convention. 

June  26  found  me  heading  for  Maine  where  the  resources  of  the 
University  were  used  to  facilitate  the  convention  program.  I  met 
with  the  newly-elected  officers  following  adjournment. 

The  beautiful  State  FFA-FHA  Camp  was  the  site  of  Georgia's 
convention  on  June  16-19.  An  impressive  Vespers  Service  and 
candlelight  ceremony  were  highlights  of  this  convention,  as  well  as 
the  true  southern  hospitality  of  the  staff,  officers  and  guests  present. 

The  national  officer  team  met  with  the  Board  of  Directors  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  July  22-31.  We  worked  with  the  national  staff 
selecting  award  winners,  reviewing  American  Farmer  applications, 
exchanging  experiences  and  observations  relative  to  State  FFA 
conventions  and  prepared  for  a  regional  State  officers'  leadership 
conference.  Among  other  things,  we  reviewed  assignments  and 
made  preparations  for  the  national  convention.  We  visited  with 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  Freeman,  Sargeant  Shriver,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Peace  Corps  and  Vice  President  Lyndon  Johnson.  Another 
milestone  of  our  organization  was  reached  July  25,  when  we  par- 
ticipated in  a  program  officially  opening  the  new  $90,000  addition 
to  our  national  FFA  building  in  Alexandria,  Virginia. 

On  August  1,  Randy,  Darryl,  Mr.  Gray  and  I  drove  to  Massa- 
chusetts to  conduct  a  2%  days  leadership  training  conference  for 
State  FFA  officers  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region.  Historical  points 
of  interest  in  Boston  and  Plymouth  Rock  were  visited  before  Randy, 
Mr.  Gray  and  I  traveled  to  Vermont.  An  impressive  awards  pro- 
gram, enthusiastic  State  officers,  exceptional  good  facilities,  as  well 
as  excellent  chapter-member  and  local  advisor  representation  at 
each  session  were  good  features  of  this  convention. 

On  September  9,  I  joined  Dr.  Tenney  in  Peoria,  Illinois,  to 
narrate  the  Star  Farmer  Film  of  1962.  From  the  "Land  of  Lincoln" 
I  flew  to  Springfield,  Massachusetts  to  participate  in  the  festivities 
of  the  Eastern  States  Exposition.  This  included  a  trip  to  Brattle- 
boro,  Vermont  to  address  a  Southern  Vermont  Leadership  Training 
Conference,  an  appearance  on  television  with  the  Connecticut  State 
FFA  Officers  to  be  followed  by  my  speaking  to  the  Hartford 
Kiwanis  Club.

Report  of  the  National  Student  Secretary 

Friday,  October  13,  1961.  To  the  superstitious,  an  unlucky- 
day;  to  the  unsuspecting,  just  another  day;  but  to  me,  it  was  the 
beginning  of  the  most  valuable  year  in  my  life's  experience.  Never 
has  there  been  a  more  surprised  and  non-expectant  FFA'er  elected 

to  a  national  office  than  I. 

After  preliminary  introduction  as  to 
duties  and  responsibilities  as  national  offi- 
cers, I  returned  to  classes  at  the  University 
of  Arkansas. 

On  January  20,  1962,  I  hurriedly  fin- 
ished final  exams  and  headed  for  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  for  National  Board  Meetings, 
leadership  training  and  preparation  for 
the  National  Officers'  Good-Will  Tour, 
which  began  on  January  31  and  ended 
March  3.  The  opportunity  to  visit  donors 
of  our  FFA  Foundation  was  an  educa- 
tional experience  that  broadened  my  con- 
cept of  the  importance  of  our  FFA  donors. 
It  was  enjoyable,  yet  demanding  of  our 
time  and  energy. 

Shortly  after  my  return  home,  I

REPORT  ON  NATIONAL  FFA  ACTIVITIES 

Officer  Travel 

The  primary  responsibility  of  your  national  officers  is  to 
exemplify  "qualities  of  leadership  Future  Farmers  should  possess" 
and  thus  inspire  fellow  Future  Farmers  to  set  high  goals  and  take 
advantage  of  their  training  opportunities  in  vocational  agriculture. 
To  do  this  your  national  officers  have  devoted  considerable  time, 
traveled  thousands  of  miles  and  worked  tirelessly.  Many  friends 
have  been  won  to  the  FFA  because  the  officers  are  friendly,  capable, 
sincere,  and  devoted  to  their  job  of  serving  you  and  promoting  the 
FFA. 


State  Conventions 

Each  State  association  held  a  convention  during  the  past  year. 
Each  national  officer  attended  from  seven  to  ten  conventions.  As 
a  result  of  their  observations,  they  are  convinced  that  the  State 
conventions  can  be  of  profound  influence  in  the  progress  and 
strengthening  of  the  FFA.  Well-planned  and  properly  executed 
State  conventions  are  of  tremendous  importance.  It  it  here  that 
the  pace  is  set,  the  proper  image  of  the  FFA  is  created  and  the 
public  becomes  aware  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments  and 
activities  of  our  organization. 

The  national  officers  were  pleased  with  the  way  they  were  used 
at  most  State  conventions,  as  well  as  the  emphasis  given  to  orienta- 
tion and  leadership  training  of  new  State  officers.  Many  convention

programs  showed  evidence  of  excellent  planning,  which  resulted 
in  interesting  and  good  business  sessions,  where  achievements  in 
vocational  agriculture  were  properly  recognized.  On  the  other  hand, 
certain  weaknesses  were  observed  in  convention  programs,  such  as 
the  use  of  questionable  methods  or  practices.  Some  of  these  might 
be  reviewed  by  State  staffs  and  State  officers,  and  if  acted  upon  in 
a  positive  way  will  do  much  to  assure  continued  improvement  of 
State  conventions  and  the  strengthening  of  the  FFA  program. 


Leadership  Training 

An  increasing  number  of  members  were  provided  participating 
experiences  in  activities  to  develop  agricultural  leadership.  Forty- 
two  State  associations  held  special  leadership  schools ;  twenty  State 
associations  operated  State  camps  for  leadership  training  and 
recreation.  An  increasing  number  of  State  associations  used  State 
officers  to  work  with  local  chapter  officers  and  members  to  improve 
the  FFA  on  the  local  level.  Services  from  the  national  level  were 
provided  to  22  State  associations  in  regional  or  State  leadership 
meetings  for  State  officers.  Many  State  associations  used  the  na- 
tional officers  in  pre-convention  planning  sessions  and  to  meet 
with  newly-elected  officers  to  give  brief,  yet  inspirational  talks. 
Twenty  State  associations  operated  State  camps  for  leadership 
training  and  recreation. 


The  National  FFA  Building 

A  $90,000  addition  to  the  National  FFA  Building  was  com- 
pleted last  July.  This  additional  space  will  enable  the  Future 
Farmers  Supply  Service  to  take  advantage  of  long-range  purchas- 
ing of  merchandise  and  provide  needed  working  space.

Good-Will  Tour 

The  national  FFA  officers  journeyed  to  17  cities  in  13  States 
where  donors  to  the  National  FFA  Foundation  were  visited. 
Through  the  excellent  support  and  promotion  by  Deere  and  Com- 
pany, approximately  70  new  donors  have  been  added  to  the  Founda- 
tion. The  Good-Will  Tour  does  much  to  develop  a  better  under- 
standing between  business,  industry  and  agriculture,  as  well  as 
provide  excellent  leadership  training  for  the  national  officers. 

Future  Farmers  of  America  Foundation,  Inc. 

The  FFA  Foundation  was  organized  in  1944  to  provide  for 
recognition  of  achievement  of  Future  Farmers  in  agriculture  and 
leadership.  Members  are  greatly  indebted  to  more  than  375  donors 
to  the  Future  Farmers  of  America  Foundation,  Inc.  for  the  awards 
that  are  provided  by  the  Foundation.  We  are  honored  to  have 
many  donors  present  at  the  convention.  Please  inform  them  how 
much  their  support  is  appreciated. 

International  Education  Activities 

The  FFA  has  continued  to  participate  in  training  programs  for 
representatives  from  foreign  countries.  Training  programs  for 
adult  advisors  from  Thailand,  Philippine  Islands,  Panama,  Taiwan, 
Brazil,  Colombia  and  Guatemala  have  been  performed  by  the 
national  organization.  A  systematic  training  program  for  Future 
Farmers  of  the  Philippines  was  continued  this  year  with  seven 
States  cooperating  with  the  national  office.  A  special  fund  is  entered 
in  the  1962-63  budget  for  the  development  of  international  pro- 
grams involving  the  FFA. 

Report  on  State  Accomplishments  for  1961-62 

The  new  Annual  Report  on  FFA  activities  has  provided  the 
national  office  a  rich  source  of  information  relating  to  FFA  activi- 
ties engaged  in  by  the  State  associations.  There  were  good  accom- 
plishments in : 

1.  Active  membership  increased  9,942  making  the  total  mem- 
bership 387,992.  Special  emphasis  has  been  given  to  maintaining 
out-of -school  membership. 
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2.  Cooperative  agricultural  services  were  provided  by  4,809 
chapters.  Providing  registered  sires  in  swine,  sheep  and  beef  ranked 
first,  with  renting  of  chapter  farm  equipment  second. 

3.  School  farms  were  operated  by  2,346  departments,  which 
provided  additional  training  opportunities  for  members  in  super- 
vised farming  and  cooperative  activities. 

4.  Forty-one  percent  of  the  chapters  conducted  safety  cam- 
paigns, emphasis  was  greatest  on  tractor  and  farm  machines,  fol- 
lowed by  farm  mechanics  and  shop,  farm  work,  fire  prevention 
and  farm  home  and  building  safety. 

5.  Thirty  percent  of  all  chapters  sponsored  livestock  shows  or 
fairs. 

6.  Thirty-five  percent  of  all  chapters  conducted  an  organized 
conservation  program. 

7.  Sixty-one  percent  of  the  chapters  conducted  public  speaking 
activities  or  contests. 

8.  Sixty-five  percent  of  all  chapters  participated  in  parlia- 
mentary procedure  contests  below  the  State  level. 

9.  Seventy-three  percent  of  the  chapters  operated  on  a  planned 
budget.   The  highest  figure  submitted  was  $1,574,  the  lowest  $106. 

10.  The  budget  figures  submitted  by  State  associations  indi- 
cated the  lowest  was  $689,  with  the  highest  $47,000. 

11.  Only  75  percent  of  the  chapters  held  12  meetings  per 
year ;  however,  70  percent  of  these  used  an  executive  committee  to 
plan  meetings. 

12.  Seventy-eight  percent  of  all  chapters  held  either  a  parent- 
son  or  a  father-son  banquet. 

13.  There  was  a  continued  increase  in  the  use  of  State  Foun- 
dations, with  25  States  now  having  a  Foundation  organized  and 
operating. 

14.  An  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  States  holding 
State  Officer  Good-Will  Tours,  with  50  percent  of  the  States  now 
conducting  this  activity. 

15.  Chapters  are  making  excellent  use  of  special  activities 
to  observe  National  FFA  Week  with  greater  emphasis  on  outdoor 
billboard  signs. 

16.  A  slight  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  State  associa- 
tions using  a  national  officer  to  assist  the  State  officers  in  leadership 
training  and  State  conventions. 

17.  There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  States  using  a  sys- 
tematic method  of  leadership  training  for  chapter  officers. 

18.  The  use  of  State  officers  to  make  a  planned  systematic  visit 
to  local  chapters  showed  an  increase. 
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Highlights  of  State  Activities 

On  the  Annual  FFA  Report  each  State  listed  three  most  out- 
standing FFA  activities.  The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  these 
activities : 

1.  Provided  leadership  training  for  State  officers,  that  was 
separate  from  the  convention. 

2.  Participated  in,  or  conducted  a  State  FFA  Fair. 

3.  Conducted  a  Good-Will  Tour  with  State  officers. 

4.  State  officers  made  planned  and  systematic  visits  to  local 
chapters. 

5.  State  FFA  Camps  were  used  for  planned  leadership  train- 
ing and  recreational  activities. 

6.  Sponsored  a  Children's  Barnyard  at  a  State  Fair  or  Agri- 
cultural Show. 

7.  Vespers  Services  were  used  at  State  conventions  or  leader- 
ship schools. 

8.  Concentrated  State  Farm  Safety  Programs  were  conducted. 

9.  Special  emphasis  was  given  to  improving  the  dress  of  mem- 
bers and  to  practice  the  FFA  Code  of  Ethics  at  FFA  functions. 

10.  The  use  of  State  Foundations  to  supplement  the  National 
FFA  Foundation  was  emphasized. 

11.  Emphasis  on  participation  in  Foundation  awards  program. 

12.  The  development  of  visual  aids  and  color  slide  films  to 
assist  in  leadership  training. 

13.  Successful  effort  was  made  to  increase  the  active  mem- 
bership. 

14.  The  State  program  of  work  was  revised. 

15.  Several  State  convention  programs  provided  for  the  recog- 
nition of  representatives  of  donors  to  the  Future  Farmers  of  Amer- 
ica Foundation. 

16.  Systematic  programs  or  pageants  on  Americanism  and 
citizenship  were  presented. 

17.  Several  States  used  an  Officer-Delegate-Advisor  Luncheon 
at  State  conventions. 

18.  Public  relations  activities,  demonstrations  and  programs 
were  used  to  emphasize  and  promote  FFA. 

19.  Scholarships  were  awarded  to  outstanding  FFA  members. 

20.  Proper  use  of  appropriate  ceremonies  emphasized  at  State 
conventions. 

21.  Preparation  and  use  of  State  officers'  handbook  on  policies, 
assignments  and  leadership  training. 
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We  Look  To  The  Future 

It  is  stimulating  to  look  back  and  review  our  past  accomplish- 
ments. It  is  also  interesting  and  beneficial  to  look  to  the  future. 
May  we  continue  to  improve  ourselves  and  also  the  FFA  through 
setting  high  goals.  To  help  do  this  let  us  accept  these  challenges  in 
the  following  areas : 

1.  Work  to  maintain  a  strong  membership  of  qualified  mem- 
bers. 

2.  Broaden  and  improve  the  use  of  State  officers  to  promote 
FFA  through  State  Good- Will  Tours. 

3.  Encourage  greater  participation  by  chapter  members  in 
conservation  programs. 

4.  Broaden  the  leadership  training  program  on  regional  and 
State  levels  to  reach  every  State  officer  and  every  member. 

5.  Properly  prepare  and  nominate  a  greater  number  of  can- 
didates for  both  the  State  Farmer  and  the  American  Farmer 
Degrees. 

6.  Place  greater  emphasis  upon  accuracy  and  properly  com- 
pleted applications  for  all  FFA  degrees  and  awards,  making  use  of 
a  State  reviewing  committee  to  examine  and  certify  all  contestants 
for  awards. 

7.  All  chapters  meet  the  minimum  requirements  of  12  chapter 
meetings  per  year. 

8.  Provide  chapter  activities  to  promote  improvement  of 
scholarship. 

9.  Encourage  greater  participation  in  the  FFA  Foundation 
Awards  Program,  especially  in  the  Farm  Poultry  Farming,  Farm 
Forestry  and  Crop  Farming  phases. 

10.  At  least  50  percent  of  the  chapters  in  each  State  rate 
"Superior"  in  the  Chapter  Awards  Program  (only  28  percent  have 
earned  this  award) . 

11.  One  hundred  percent  of  the  members  in  ALL  States  sub- 
scribe to  The  National  Future  Farmer  Magazine. 

12.  Chapters  and  State  associations  use  the  official  calendar  as 
a  public  relations  medium  (only  11  percent  of  chapters  and  50 
percent  of  State  Associations  are  now  participating) . 

13.  Place  greater  emphasis  on  more  members  attending  State 
conventions  since  only  50,000  members  from  6,200  chapters  par- 
ticipated this  year. 

14.  Every  chapter  sponsor  a  parent-and-son  banquet. 

15.  Encourage  greater  number  of  outstanding  members  who 
are  eligible  to  run  for  a  national  office. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  national  officers  for  their  hard  work  during 
the  year  and  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  they  have  given  to  the 
national  office.  The  assistance  and  understanding  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  State  staff  members,  the  FFA  Foundation,  teachers  of 
vocational  agriculture  and  the  national  staff  have  been  excellent 
and  are  greatly  appreciated. 
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Report  of  the  National  Treasurer 

President  and  Members  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  America : 


As  National  Treasurer  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  America,  it 
is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  on  the  financial  status  of  your 
Organization.  The  Convention  Proceedings  will  carry  a  detailed 
audited  financial  statement  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1962. 

Also,  each  official  delegate  has  a  mimeo- 
graphed copy  of  the  statement  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  FFA  for  the  past 
fiscal  year  and  for  the  period  ended  Sep- 
tember 30,  1962. 

Therefore,  at  this  time,  rather  than 
giving  you  a  set  of  figures,  I  would  like  to 
give  you  a  brief  picture  of  the  set-up  and 
operation  of  your  Organization,  and  a 
summarization  of  its  financial  status. 

There  are  four  major  areas  of  finan- 
cial accounting  in  the  total  FFA  program 
including : 

(a)  The  Future  Farmers  of  America 

(b)  The  Future  Farmers  of  America 
Foundation 

(c)  The  Future  Farmers  Supply 
Service 

(d)  The  National  Future  Farmer 
Magazine 

The  income  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  America  is  made  up 
of  dues  of  FFA  members,  royalties  on  merchandise  bearing  the 
FFA  emblem,  rent  on  the  FFA  Building,  and  royalties  from  the 
Future  Farmers  Supply  Service.  The  expenses  of  the  FFA  con- 
sist primarily  of  travel  of  national  officers  and  Board  of  Directors, 
national  office  expense,  maintenance  of  the  FFA  Building,  and  the 
national  convention. 

The  FFA  Foundation  receives  its  income  from  the  contributions 
of  more  than  300  donors.  Since  January  1  of  this  year,  over  $176,- 
000.00  has  been  received  in  contributions.  We  are  glad  to  report 
that  we  have  received  contributions  from  67  new  donors  this  year. 
You  may  also  be  interested  to  know  that  since  1944,  when  the 
Foundation  was  set  up,  a  total  of  $2,544,317.51  has  been  contrib- 
uted by  business  organizations  and  individuals. 

The  Foundation's  expenditures  consist  of  achievement  awards 
paid  to  Vo-Ag  student  members  of  the  FFA  Organization,  plus  the 
small  amount  of  approximately  6%  for  administrative  expenses. 

The  Future  Farmers  Supply  Service  gets  its  income  from  mer- 
chandise sold  to  FFA  members,  and  its  expenses  are  comprised  of

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the  cost  of  merchandise,  operation  of  the  Supply  Service,  rent  of 
the  FFA  Building  and  royalties  to  the  Future  Farmers  of  America. 

Income  for  the  National  Future  Farmer  Magazine  comes  from 
subscriptions  and  advertising,  and  expenses  go  for  editing,  print- 
ing, mailing,  and  rent  of  office  space  in  the  FFA  Building. 

Your  Organization,  including  the  FFA,  the  FFA  Foundation, 
the  Future  Farmers  Supply  Service,  and  the  National  Future 
Farmer  Magazine,  has  total  assets  of  $1,656,793.11 ;  Liabilities  of 
$127,919.91,  and  a  net  worth  of  $1,528,873.20. 

I  should  like  to  explain  that  my  job  is  State  Supervisor  of  Voca- 
tional Agriculture  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  Richmond, 
Virginia. 

The  FFA  Treasurer's  office,  however,  is  located  in  Woodstock, 
Virginia,  where  Mrs.  Pauline  Coiner,  Secretary  to  the  National 
Treasurer,  keeps  the  books  and  records  of  the  FFA  and  the  FFA 
Foundation. 

The  FFA  and  FFA  Foundation  funds  are  maintained  in  sepa- 
rate accounts  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  National  Bank  in  Win- 
chester, Virginia.  (As  of  October  1,  we  have  invested  in  insured 
savings  accounts,  $20,000.00  of  the  FFA's  funds,  at  4%  interest,  at 
two  separate  Savings  and  Loan  Associations  in  Richmond.) 

A  separate  set  of  books  is  kept  for  each  organization — the 
FFA  and  the  FFA  Foundation — with  separate  bank  accounts.  The 
fiscal  year  of  the  FFA  extends  from  July  1  through  the  following 
June  30.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  FFA  Foundation  corresponds  with 
the  calendar  year,  running  from  January  1  through  December  31. 

Mrs.  Coiner  and  I  are  bonded  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  protect 
the  funds  in  our  care.  The  FFA  and  FFA  Foundation  accounts  are 
audited  annually  by  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  a  copy  of  the 
audit  is  reported  to  the  Board  of  Student  Officers  and  the  Boards 
of  Directors  and  Trustees  of  the  FFA  and  the  FFA  Foundation. 
Your  FFA  Auditing  Committee  reviews  the  records  and  every 
safeguard  is  exercised  in  handling  the  funds  of  your  Organization. 
Copies  of  the  Audits  of  both  the  FFA  and  the  FFA  Foundation, 
are  available  for  review. 

Your  Organization  is  in  sound  financial  condition  which  I 
believe  is  a  tribute  to  the  policy  directed  by  the  National  Board 
of  Student  Officers  and  Directors,  and  the  management  of  Dr. 
A.  W.  Tenney,  National  Advisor,  and  Mr.  Wm.  Paul  Gray,  your 
Executive  Secretary.

In  order  to  further  promote  the  circulation  of  the  Official  Na- 
tional FFA  calendar  and,  realizing  that  the  calendar  is  one  of  the 
most  important  FFA  public  relations  activities,  we,  as  members 
of  the  National  FFA  calendar  committee  make  the  following 
recommendations :

Report  of  the  National  FFA  Magazine  Committee 

We,  the  members  of  the  1962  National  Magazine  Committee, 
hereby  submit  the  following  recommendations  and  commendations : 

1.  All  subscriptions  to  be  filled  out  accurately  in  ink  (printed 
or  typed)  and  include:  Full  name,  route  and  box  number  or 
street,  city  and  State.  Numerous  subscribers  never  receive 
their  copies  of  the  magazine  because  of  insufficient  mailing 
addresses  or  illegible  mailing  addresses.  We,  therefore, 
encourage  and  stress  the  importance  of  the  above. 
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2.  Encourage  members  and  advisors  to  write  letters,  giving 
personal  views  of  magazine  and  any  suggestions  for  im- 
provement. 

3.  Suggest  continued  use  of  articles  by  or  about  national 
officers,  to  better  acquaint  local  chapter  members  with  the 
national  organization  and  its  officers. 

4.  Encourage  State  associations  to  stress  the  importance  of 
local  chapters,  collegiate  chapters  and  State  associations  by 
sending  in  articles  and  pictures  to  be  used  in  the  national 
FFA  magazine.  These  articles  need  not  be  "polished"  but 
rather  basic  materials  dealing  with  activities  in  each  re- 
spective State. 

a.  Articles  should  be  accompanied  by  one  and  preferably 
more  than  one  good  picture. 

b.  Pictures  should  preferably  be  a  minimum  of  5"  x  7" ; 
for  best  pictures  send  8"  x  10". 

c.  Make  sure  that  articles  are  correct  and  prompt. 

5.  Exchange  publications  with  other  youth  organizations  in 
this  country  and  in  other  countries. 

6.  Encourage  the  national  organization,  State  associations  and 
local  chapters  to  give  a  subscription  of  the  magazine  to 
those  awarded  honorary  degrees;  and,  have  the  National 
FFA  magazine  made  available  in  as  many  public  places 
as  possible. 

7.  Recommend  that  members  continue  their  subscription  after 
they  are  out  of  high  school  and  no  longer  directly  associated 
with  the  FFA. 

8.  Commend  members  of  the  National  FFA  Magazine  staff 
for  attending  the  numerous  State  conventions  and  encour- 
age them  to  continue  this  practice. 

9.  Suggest  that  State  officers  make  mention  of  the  National 
FFA  Magazine  in  their  chapter's  visits  and  point  out  the 
value  of  the  National  FFA  Magazine  and  take  steps  to 
encourage  members  to  subscribe. 

10.  Recommend,  that  because  to  a  high  degree,  the  responsi- 
bility for  carrying  out  this  report  rests  on  the  State  Asso- 
ciations and  on  local  chapters  that  this  report  be  published 
in  the  National  Future  Farmer  and/or  in  the  newsletter 
prepared  by  the  National  Future  Farmer  staff. 

11.  The  committee  suggests  that  each  delegate  take  back  to 
their  State  convention  the  proposal  that  in  the  future,  State 
dues,  national  dues,  and  subscriptions  to  the  National  FFA 
Magazine  be  made  in  one  collection  and  that  each  mem- 
ber that  pays  State  and  national  dues  be  expected  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  National  FFA  Magazine.  Also,  the  committee 
suggests  that  the  State  conventions  take  action  this  next 
year  on  the  proposal  that  the  publication  of  the  National 
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FFA  Magazine  be  increased  from  six  issues  annually  to 
ten  issues  as  soon  as  possible.  The  committee  requests  that 
the  delegates  present  these  items  to  their  respective  States 
for  discussion  and  action  at  their  next  State  convention, 
and  that  the  State  delegates  to  the  1963  National  FFA

Report  of  the  Official  Manual  Committee 

After  inspecting  the  1962  Official  Manual  and  the  report  of  the 
1961  Official  Manual  Committee,  we  encourage  continued  changes 
in  the  following  areas  as  suggested  by  last  year's  committee : 

1.  Further  reorganization  of  the  content  of  the  Manual  so 
that  most  frequently  used  sections  such  as  the  ceremonies 
are  toward  the  front  of  the  Manual  with  a  more  logical 
sequence  of  the  information  placed  in  the  Manual. 

2.  Restatement  of  the  essentials  of  a  good  chapter  with  a 
description  and  separation  of  content  for  each  "essential." 
Illustrations,  such  as  pictures,  would  also  be  helpful  in 
making  this  section  more  effective. 

The  1962  Manual  Committee  also  feels  that  the  following 
changes  should  be  considered  for  the  1963  Manual : 

1.  The  committee  realized  that  in  addition  to  the  number  of 
boys  who  will  actually  farm,  there  will  be  many  more  people 
in  agriculture  who  are  not  termed  as  "farmers."  For  the 
benefit  of  the  majority  of  agricultural  workers  who  will 
not  be  farmers,  we  believe  that  the  Manual  should  be  reor- 
ganized to  include  more  generally  the  term  "vocational 
agriculture"  because  the  term  covers  the  field  far  better 
in  many  places  than  always  using  the  term  "supervised 
farming."  The  committee  felt  "supervised  agriculture" 
would  more  effectively  cover  the  many  fields. 

2.  The  section  titled  "National  Chapter  Award  Program"  on 
Page  55,  should  be  placed  in  another  part  of  the  book  since 
it  is  somewhat  out  of  place  with  the  surrounding  material. 
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3.  On  Page  124  there  should  be  listed  as  reference  books — 
"The  FFA  and  You"  by  Taylor  and  others,  and  "Masters 
of  Deceit"  by  J.  Edgar  Hoover. 

4.  Masters  of  Deceit  by  J.  Edgar  Hoover  should  be  omitted 
from  the  fiction  section  on  Page  126.

Report  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee 

We,  the  Committee  on  Public  Relations  for  1962-63,  go  on 
record  as  recommending  the  following : 

1.    That  local  chapters  be  encouraged  to  select  outstanding 
members  and  representatives  to  speak  before  farm,  busi- 
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ness,  civic,  youth  groups  and  similar  organizations  empha- 
sizing a  Farm-City  Youth  Week,  and  to  encourage  continued 
working  relations  with  other  youth  organizations. 

2.  That  we  encourage  more  interviews,  speeches  and  planned 
programs  of  the  Future  Farmer  Organizations  on  radio  and 
TV  stations  creating  more  interest  in  and  promotion  of 
the  FFA. 

3.  That  the  national  organization,  State  associations  and  local 
chapters  make  a  special  effort  to  observe  National  FFA 
Week  by  the  use  of  newspaper  coverage,  display  aids,  adver- 
tisement folders,  window  displays,  billboard  signs,  a  special 
page  in  the  FFA  calendar  for  National  FFA  Week,  radio 
and  television,  and  by  speaking  to  farm,  business,  civic  and 
youth  groups.  And,  that  each  State  recognize  National 
FFA  Week  by  having  the  Governor  sign  an  official  procla- 
mation each  year  declaring  this  week  as  National  FFA 
Week. 

4.  That  each  State  organize  a  training  program  for  boys 
elected  to  the  office  of  reporter  so  that  the  national  organ- 
ization, State  associations,  and  local  chapters  can  make 
known  the  accomplishments  and  progress  of  the  Future 
Farmers.  This  can  be  done  through  learning  the  desir- 
ability as  to  the  news  wanted,  and  then  sending  this  type 
of  information  to  radio,  TV  and  press. 

5.  That  local  chapters  and  State  associations  budget  money 
to  buy  extra  subscriptions  to  the  National  Future  Farmer 
Magazine  and  orders  for  the  FFA  Calendar,  and  that  these 
be  placed  in  high  schools,  colleges  and  public  places  such 
as  doctors'  offices,  waiting  rooms  and  libraries.  We  also 
recommend  that  these  magazines  and  calendars  be  sent  to 
donors  of  the  FFA  Foundation  and  friends  of  the  FFA. 

6.  That  we,  the  Future  Farmers  of  America,  encourage,  co- 
operate to  our  greatest  ability,  and  expand  the  student 
educational  exchange  program  between  the  United  States 
and  other  countries. 

7.  That  our  national  officers  continue  the  annual  Good-Will 
Tour  and  that  State  associations  and  local  chapters  conduct 
more  of  these  tours  to  promote  the  FFA.  They  should  also 
be  coordinated  with  national  events. 

8.  Each  Regional  Vice  President  should  be  responsible  for 
helping  to  carry  out  recommendations  for  public  relations 
in  his  region. 

9.  That  delegates,  award  winners,  guests  at  luncheons,  break- 
fasts and  dinners  express  their  appreciation  to  all  sponsors 
and  Foundations  by  personal  notes  (State,  national  and 
local  functions) . 

10.    That  State  associations  encourage  visits  of  officers  of  other 
State  associations  to  their  State  conventions,  and  that  local 
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chapters  and  State  associations  invite  school  administra- 
tors, business  men,  teachers,  agricultural  leaders  and  others 
interested  in  FFA  to  chapter  and  Statewide  activities. 

11.  That  we  encourage  enforcement  of  good  conduct  and  fol- 
lowing the  Code  of  Ethics  by  all  members  to  improve  our 
relations  with  the  public.  We  realize  that  the  general 
appearance  and  conduct  of  a  Future  Farmer  constitute 
a  large  part  of  our  relations  with  the  public.  We  discourage 
smoking  and  other  conduct  unbecoming  of  a  Future  Farmer 
while  wearing  the  FFA  jacket.  We  recommend  also  that  a 
tie  and  white  shirt  be  worn  at  all  FFA  activities  to  improve 
the  appearance,  and  that  each  chapter  form  a  file  of  signa- 
tures of  each  boy  owning  a  jacket  pledging  that  he  will,  at 
all  times,  uphold  the  proper  use  and  care  of  his  jacket. 

12.  That  State  associations  and  local  chapters  inform  adults 
about  our  outstanding  Star  Farmers  on  the  State  and  na- 
tional levels  by  showing  films  at  clubs,  banquets,  and  assem- 
blies. 

13.  That  we  continue  to  express  our  gratitude  by  presentations 
of  Honorary  degrees  on  chapter,  State  and  national  levels 
to  worthy  individuals  who  have  contributed  to  the  welfare 
of  our  organization. 

14.  That  the  State  associations  be  encouraged  to  have  a  Chil- 
dren's Barnyard  at  their  State  Fair. 

15.  That  there  be  more  participation  in  exhibits  of  States  at 
the  national  convention  and  these  exhibits  be  placed  in 
downtown  store  windows,  hotel  lobbies  and  other  points 
of  interest  for  better  results. 

16.  That  the  following  theme  be  considered  for  National  FFA 
Week  for  1964— "FFA  Vital  to  Industry."

WARNER  A.  ROSS 

Toone,  Tennessee 

Warner  Ross,  21,  is  a  1959  graduate  of  the  Bolivar,  Tennessee, 
high  school  where  he  studied  vocational  agriculture  four  years. 
His  parents  are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Curtis  M.  Ross.  While  in  high  school, 
Warner  had  complete  ownership  of  his  farming  enterprises.  He 
built  up  a  herd  of  20  dairy  cattle  and  87  hogs,  and  as  a  senior  had 
110  acres  planted  to  cotton,  corn,  silage,  and  hay.  His  labor  income 
from  farming  during  his  four  years  of  high  school  totaled  $29,353, 
most  of  which  he  had  invested  in  livestock  and  equipment. 

Upon  graduation,  Warner  turned  his  ownership  into  the  family 
operation  and  gave  his  father  a  note  for  the  remainder  needed  to 
purchase  a  one-third  interest  in  the  entire  home  farm  of  1,292 
acres.  Partnership  enterprises  this  year  included  161  head  of 
dairy  cattle,  153  swine,  93  acres  of  cotton,  150  acres  of  corn,  33 
acres  of  alfalfa  and  lespedeza  hay,  22  acres  of  silage,  and  387  acres 
of  pasture.  A  younger  brother,  John,  operates  a  lime  and  sand 
vending  business  which  also  is  included  in  the  3-way  partnership. 

Warner's  total  earnings  from  farming  during  the  past  seven 
years  has  amounted  to  $57,703,  most  of  which  has  been  reinvested 
in  his  farming  program.  He  was  married  recently,  and  he  and  his 
wife  make  their  home  on  the  farm  that  he  operates. 

During  his  high  school  years,  Warner  was  an  outstanding 
leader  in  the  FFA.  He  now  is  a  County  ASC  Committeeman,  has 
been  president  of  the  local  Young  Farmers  organization  two  years, 
taught  Sunday  School  class  two  years,  and  has  engaged  in  numerous 
other  community  activities.

National  Chapter  Award  Program 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  local  chapters  of  the  Future  Farmers 
of  America  were  honored  at  the  35th  annual  national  FFA  con- 
vention in  Kansas  City  when  awards  were  presented  in  the  organ- 
ization's National  Chapter  Award  Program. 

The  National  FFA  Chapter  Award  Program,  conducted  annual- 
ly by  the  organization,  is  designed  to  encourage  and  reward  chapter 
effort,  stimulate  group  action  among  members,  and  to  encourage 
improvement  in  local  chapter  programs  of  work.  Both  the  interest 
shown  and  the  actual  accomplishments  over  a  period  of  years  give 
ample  evidence  of  the  effectiveness  of  this  event.  The  Award  Pro- 
gram has  been  a  valuable  aid  in  stimulating  both  individual  and 
cooperative  effort  and  in  crystalizing  chapter  programs  of  work 
into  a  series  of  worthwhile  undertakings. 

Chapters  were  grouped  into  Gold  Emblem,  Silver  Emblem,  and 
Bronze  Emblem  classifications,  according  to  their  records  of  accom- 
plishment in  supervised  farming,  cooperative  activities,  commu- 
nity service,  leadership  activities,  earnings  and  savings  by  members, 
conduct  of  meetings,  scholarship  of  members,  recreation  and 
participation  in  State  and  national  activities.

National  FFA  Public  Speaking  Contest 

The  National  FFA  Public  Speaking  Contest  held  in  Kansas 
City  is  the  final  elimination  of  a  nationwide  contest  that  started  in 
local  chapters  with  winners  progressing  through  area  or  federa- 
tion competition,  then  State  contests,  and  Regional  contests. 

Each  of  the  four  boys  who  participated  in  the  national  con- 
test already  had  won  a  medal  at  the  local  chapter  level  and  a  $100 
prize  at  the  State  level.  The  FFA  Foundation  provided  $2,950  to 
help  pay  the  travel  expenses  of  State  winners  to  regional  contests. 
The  four  finalists  divide  a  $250  travel  fund  prorated  on  the  basis 
of  distance  they  must  travel  from  their  home  States  to  Kansas  City. 
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The  winner  of  the  national  contest  received  $250.  Other 
awards  are  $225  for  second,  $200  for  third,  and  $175  for  fourth. 
All  awards  and  travel  funds  are  provided  by  the  Future  Farmers  of 
America  Foundation. 

Each  contestant  spoke  10  minutes  on  an  agricultural  subject 
of  his  own  choosing,  then  was  subjected  to  five  minutes  of  question- 
ing by  the  judges.  Scoring  is  done  on  the  basis  of  the  speech  deliv- 
ery, manuscript,  and  answers  to  questions.

Our  Soil  and  Our  Freedom

Tomorrow  morning  this  world  will  have  60,000  more  mouths 
to  find  breakfast  for  than  it  had  today.  Since  1939,  in  spite  of  World 
War  II,  we  have  added  six  times  as  many  people  to  the  population 
of  our  planet  as  the  entire  country  of  Britain  now  has.  Within  the 
lifetime  of  many  of  us,  there  will  be  some  4000  million  people  living 
on  this  earth ;  nearly  twice  as  many  as  there  were  before  the  war. 

If  all  these  extra  men  and  women  needed  nothing  more  than  a 
bit  of  elbow  room,  we  should  have  little  to  worry  about.  There  are 
plenty  of  open  spaces  left  in  every  continent.  But  the  newcomers  will 
be  keen  to  stay  alive  and  healthy,  and  to  do  so  they  must  eat.  Some- 
how we  are  going  to  have  to  persuade  this  earth  to  provide  more 
food  in  copious  quantities ;  and  this  is  going  to  be  the  greatest  and 
most  urgent  job  that  human  beings  have  ever  had  to  tackle.  The 
price  of  failure  will  be  famine  and  starvation  on  a  catastrophic 
scale. 

If  the  problems  were  confined  to  providing  the  new  millions  with 
only  as  much  food  as  the  people  get  today,  it  would  be  difficult 
enough.  But,  there  is  a  great  deal  more  to  it  than  that.  The  food 
situation  of  the  world  is  already  in  a  desperate  state.  More  than 
half  the  world's  people  are  living  permanently  on  the  verge  of 
starvation.  Chronic  malnutrition  is  the  lot  of  1000  million  people 
in  India,  China,  Egypt,  Africa  and  other  under-developed  parts 
of  the  world.  The  food  they  get  is  hardly  sufficient  to  keep  the  flame 
of  life  flickering,  and  this  undernourished  half  of  the  human  race 
can  expect  to  live,  on  the  average,  to  little  more  than  30  years  of 
age. 
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These  unpalatable  facts  are  difficult  for  us  to  appreciate  in 
the  highly  developed  countries  of  the  Western  World.  Until  modern 
transportation  shriveled  the  distance  from  the  west  to  the  east, 
the  fate  of  millions  in  China  or  in  India  touched  lightly  on  the  lives 
of  most  of  us,  especially  on  our  lives  in  these  United  States.  But, 
in  our  generation  things  have  changed.  The  east  and  the  west,  the 
north  and  the  south,  are  crowding  in,  one  upon  the  other,  and  we 
are  learning,  but  slowly,  that  the  fate  of  one  human  being  affects 
the  livelihood  of  every  other. 

This  desperate  need  for  food  is  causing  much  of  the  political 
unrest  that  troubles  the  world  today.  In  Asia,  where  food  is  already 
in  such  short  supply,  the  pressure  of  increasing  population  is 
greater  than  in  any  part  of  the  world.  The  social  and  economic 
upheavals  which  have  already  taken  place  in  Asia  will  be  remem- 
bered in  our  history  books  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding  events 
of  our  century,  overshadowing  such  things  as  the  two  World  Wars, 
the  harnessing  of  nuclear  energy,  and  many  other  developments 
that  have  made  life  so  exhilarating  in  recent  years.  Asia  is  the 
home  of  more  than  half  of  the  people  of  the  world.  Thirteen  hun- 
dred million  people  live  in  the  lands  of  China,  India,  Indonesia  and 
Japan.  To  most  of  Asia's  millions,  slow  starvation  has  become  an 
inevitable  feature  of  existence.  For  generations  Asian  peasants 
have  scratched  at  the  tired  soil,  overburdened  with  poverty  and 
disease,  clinging  to  a  life  that  offers  little  more  than  the  prospect 
of  mere  existence. 

Though  Asia  suffers  so  bitterly  from  food  shortage,  there  are 
many  countries  little  better  off.  Life  is  lived  at  a  subsistence  level 
by  millions  of  people  in  Africa  and  Southern  Europe.  Even  here  in 
our  own  hemisphere,  in  Central  and  South  America,  the  feeding  of 
the  people  is  a  critical  problem.  Fewer  than  one-fourth  of  the 
world's  people  are  able  to  rely  on  a  daily  diet  that  meets  the  mini- 
mum nutritional  needs  of  a  man.  This  situation  is  an  affront  to  the 
dignity  of  the  human  race.  It  is  the  root  cause  of  most  of  the 
troubles  that  have  beset  the  world  in  recent  years.  Wars  would 
lose  much  of  their  point  in  a  well-fed  world.  But  so  long  as  hun- 
dreds of  millions  of  people  are  condemned  to  live  in  the  shadow  of 
famine,  there  will  be  no  real  peace  on  earth.  We  as  Future  Farmers 
see  an  immense  job  ahead  after  realizing  these  astonishing  facts. 
We  can  appreciate  even  more  our  training  in  Vocational  Agricul- 
ture in  soil  conservation.  Through  work  in  the  FFA,  future  farmers 
receive  much  training  in  conservation  of  our  land  and  proper 
treatment  of  our  soils.  Due  largely  to  this  and  due  to  the  increased 
research  that  has  been  done,  we  here  in  America  are  considerably 
more  fortunate  than  the  people  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  The 
problem  of  soil  depletion,  however,  is  a  long  way  from  being  con- 
quered. This  fact  is  even  more  understandable  when  we  realize  the 
immensity  of  the  amount  of  top  soil  that  has  been  lost  because  of 
wind  and  water  erosion.  Our  freedom  depends  on  the  perspective 
that  we  take  toward  conserving  our  soils  and  the  time  that  it  will 
take  to  carry  it  out. 
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Because  of  the  expanding  and  increasing  emphasis  on  nuclear 
warfare  and  space  research,  the  great  need  of  preserving  our  soil 
becomes  more  and  more  important.  The  question  is  now  presented, 
"Why  be  so  concerned  about  conserving  our  soils  when  at  even 
present  production,  we  have  a  mounting  surplus  that  is  costing 
the  taxpayers  millions  of  dollars  each  year." 

Some  people  think  these  surpluses  are  presenting  only  prob- 
lems of  storage  and  finance.  But,  I  believe  that  these  surpluses 
that  the  United  States  have  can  be  considered  an  asset  to  our  coun- 
try, to  our  farmers,  to  agriculture,  and  to  soil  conservation.  I  will 
agree  that  with  a  continually  rapid  increase  it  could  grow  into  a 
tremendously  immense  expense  and  problem ;  but  at  present,  I  see 
it  as  an  insurance  of  freedom.  It  has  been  estimated  that  it  costs 
each  American  citizen  one  penny  each  day  for  the  United  States' 
expense  of  this  surplus.  That  investment  of  $3.65  per  person  per 
year  appears  to  me  as  a  very  cheap,  yet  an  extremely  good  insurance 
for  the  people  of  our  country.  In  industry,  if  there  was  a  surplus 
of  equal  immensity,  it  would  be  known  only  as  a  safe  operating 
reserve. 

The  American  farmer,  priding  himself  on  his  many  accom- 
plishments, is  serving  three  important  purposes  both  here  at  home 
and  abroad  in  the  underdeveloped  countries.  First,  the  American 
farmer  is  carrying  on  a  food  production  program  that  serves  as 
one  of  Uncle  Sam's  basic  and  most  effective  strategic  weapons. 
The  fact  that  our  food  lasted  longer  in  World  Wars  I  &  II  is  one 
of  the  reasons  for  our  victories.  Second,  the  American  farmer 
serves  as  a  beacon  of  hope  for  the  underdeveloped  countries  of  the 
world.  A  hungry  man's  dreams  are  not  of  fortification  but  of  food. 
Third,  and  probably  of  most  concern  to  the  American  consumer  is 
that  the  farmer's  record  is  an  insurance  of  food  prosperity  for 
sometime  to  come  for  the  people  of  America. 

This  success  story  of  the  American  farmer  has  not  always  been 
as  satisfying  as  it  appears  today.  It  was  not  until  after  the  depres- 
sion of  1929  and  the  black  blizzards  of  the  early  thirties  that  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  was  developed  by  Congress.  But  since 
1935  when  the  S.  C.  S.  was  developed  this  success  story  has  been 
written.  Since  that  time  we  have  been  privileged  to  be  a  part  of 
a  new  era  in  agriculture. 

I  am  indeed  thankful  that  I  am  an  American  born  in  the  new 
era  of  agriculture.  I  shudder  when  I  think  of  what  my  part  might 
have  been  had  I  been  born  in  Russia,  China  or  any  one  of  the  com- 
munist-dominated countries  in  the  world. 

I  have  heard  people  say  that  as  the  land  goes  so  goes  man.  For 
this  reason  I  am  proud  to  be  an  American;  I  am  proud  to  be  a 
member  of  a  God  loving  country  where  people  are  able  to  realize 
the  importance  of  our  soil  in  the  relation  to  our  freedom.  Truly, 
on  our  soil  depends  the  progress  of  America  and  on  our  progress 
depends  the  future  of  American  democracy  and  the  freedom  of 
the  world.

National  FFA  Band  and  FFA  Talent  Show,  whose  untiring  work 
contributed  substantially  to  the  interest  and  "change  of  pace"  in 
the  convention  program ;  to  the  fine  guest  speakers ;  to  the  foreign 
guests;  to  the  State  advisors,  executive  secretaries,  teacher  educa- 
tors and  others  who  helped  with  the  many  program  details,  com- 
mittee work,  contests  and  awards  program. 

There  was  excellent  representation  by  individuals  in  the  areas 
of  radio,  television,  newspapers  and  farm  magazines. 

The  State  exhibits  continue  to  improve  in  quality,  and  should 
result  in  an  improved  program  of  activities  for  National  FFA 
Week  in  1963. 

Breakfasts,  luncheons,  dinners  and  entertainment  were  pro- 
vided by  several  business  and  industrial  concerns  to  delegates, 
award  winners  and  special  invited  groups.  The  Kansas  City  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  Advisory  Committee  provided  valuable  assistance. 
The  largest  representation  of  Donors  to  the  FFA  Foundation,  Inc., 
at  the  national  convention  denotes  great  interest  and  support  on 
the  part  of  adult  leaders  in  farm  youth.
